Incorporation Presents Some Problem, Legislator Finds

Assemblyman Vincent Thomas'
Community services, such as

fire and police protection, water 
supply, recreational facilities 
and others can be provided by a 
number of different types of 
governmental agencies under 
California law. During the past 
half century your legislature has 
authoriezd by law the establish­ 
ment of many different, kinds of 
special distriots, some of which 
are limited to perfoming one 
service, .some of which have 
broader powers. About 2900 
such districts have been set up 
within the State, other than 
school and irrigation.

But, ever since California was 
admitted to the Union, the pri­ 
mary suppliers of community 
services have been the cities of 
the state, how grown to more 
than 330 in number. They serve

more people, and under the law homes has grown so rapidly,
are multi-function agencies, not 
limited to single duties. But 
while the number of districts 
grew by leaps and bounds dur­ 
ing the first part of this crntury, 
since 1953, however, a total of 
30 new California cities have 
been incorporated. During the 
preceding quarter century, only 
38 were net up.

Tihs startling Increase in the 
number of now municipalities 
during recent years ha;, created 
some si/cable and troublesome 
problems in local government. 
The Assembly interim commit­ 
tee on municipal and county 
government has begun an inten­ 
sive investigation of these prob­ 
lems, and just recently held the 
first of a series of public hear­ 
ings to gather Information.

The committee was told that 
a number of factors have com­ 
biner! to encourage Incorporation 
of cities. For one thing, the num­ 
ber -of new residents and new

especially In suburban areas, 
that demand for community 
services has skyrocketed, though 
it is evident that new residents 
are not always willing to Join 
existing cities. Again, under 
fairly new state laws, a number 
of revenue sources can be shared 
in by new cities, thus reducing 
the property taxes otherwise 
needed to support them.

Still another reason given to 
the group for the recent increase 
in number of cities Is the heavy 
tax burden imposed in some 
areas by overlapping special dis­ 
tricts, each created to perform 
one community service. In many 
cases, residents have determined 
a new city can perform many 
services at real savings in cost.

One of the most, important rea­ 
sons for establishment of new 
cities in many instances has 
been the fact, that a new city 
can control planning and zoning 
within its boundaries, and can

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thus preserve the distinctive na­ 
ture of a particular community. 
Allied to this reason is the fa.<}t 
that a new city provides a gov­ 
ernment on the spot.

Witnesses informed the cxJm- 
mittee that there are serious 
problems connected with incor­ 
poration. One is the now open 
competition between various 
local governments, for the "busi­ 
ness" of serving new communi­ 
ties. Another is the long "dry 
spell" which a new city-jimist 
undergo before It receives tax 
revenues. A third is the 'diffi­ 
culty of collecting accurate, data 
upon which to decide whether 
to form a new city. <

From the testimony, it was ap­ 
parent that the first pi-oblem 
will require considerable'study. 
As for the second, it WHS sug­ 
gested that a state revolving 
loan fund be set up to htflp new­ 
ly created cities. On the .third, it 
was proposed that the job of the 
local planning advisory commit­ 
tee, a group made up of seven 
local officials under state law, 
he enlarged HO it. can flo an un­ 
biased fact finding study for any 
community interested Jn .forming 
a city. . .

Narcotics Problem Vital 
To /!!. Speaker Asserts

The narcotics problem affects every family in the community 
and all parents should be concerned about It.

That was the theme of a talk ,                    ; 

given by Sgt. Gus Rethwisch of 
the Torrance police juvenile bu­ 
reau to several organizations re­ 
cently.

"If each family watches their 
own children, the whole com­
munity will be pretty well un­ 
der control," the officer said.

He pointed out that the nar­ 
cotic addict who steals, robs and 
drives while under the influ­ 
ence of drugs, is a concern to 
the victims of their crimes.

During his talk, Rethwisch 
told parents that they can play 
their part by noticing the danger 
symptoms displayed by dope 
users.

Marijuana, benzedrine a n d 

heroin users will display some 
of the following symptoms, he 
said. He lisUd them as:

Watery eyes, furtive glances, 
drowsiness, marked restlessness, 
easy stomach upset?;, fast, walk­ 
ing, burned finger tip, body 
odors .frequent yawning, exces­ 
sive need for money, crankiness, 
consistent lying, nbcesses, exces­ 
sive perspiration and abnormal 
ideas.

Many users wear sunglasses 
to conceal dialation or pinpoint­ 
ing of the pupils, he said.

"As tolerance for the drugs 
Increases, they no longer pro­ 
vide a kick, but are needed just 
to keep floating." Rethwisch 
said.

Needle Marks
Parents should W alert for 

needle marks, the dead give­ 
away for the "elite" of addicts, 
the heroin users.

Most of them started out by 
using marijuana or benzedrine, 
until they finally reached the 
hard dope.

Their hnbit ~- Rethwisch 
called it. their w:iy of life   Is 
expensive.

The "hooked" heroin user will 
spend between $HO and $100 a 
day just to buy heroin.

Since this becomes an econom­ 
ic problem they run Ihe gamut 
in illegal activities ranging from 
pptty thievery to car stripping, 
burglary and armed robbery to 
obtain cash.

All Torrance officers recently 
underwent, an advanced course 
in narcotics enforcement. Reth­ 
wisch said.

He told the audience that the 
best, way to solve the problem 
Is a combination of education, 
differ penalties an dstrict. en­ 
forcement.
